Tn  1937  (beginning;  another  school  year),  con¬ 
fused  and  puzzled  freshmen  watched  with  amaze¬ 
ment  the  upper-classmen  traversing  the  halls  with 
a  confidence  gained  through  years  of  practice.

The  freshmen  class  of  ’37  was  ably  led  by 
president,  Laverne  Clary;  vice-president.  Jack  Bri- 
erly;  secretary-treasurer,  Bonnie  Culbertson.  Miss 
Down,  Miss  Mitze,  and  Mr.  Koch  served  as  advis¬ 
ors.  The  second  year  Florine  Harms  took  over  the 
presidency  assisted  by  Dorothy  Bergman,  vice- 
president;  Robert  Ormston,  secretary-treasurer,  and 
Miss  Hamil  and  Mr.  Koch,  class  sponsors.  As  we 
came  to  the  eventful  junior  year  to  be  climaxed  by 
the  junior-senior  banquet,  we  looked  toward  the 
leadership  of  “Les”  Juhl,  president;  Raymond  Lage- 
shulte,  vice-president;  Josephine  Weires,  secretary; 
Dorothy  Bergman,  treasurer;  and  Miss  Grazian  and 
Mr.  Leatsler,  advisors.  Today  Edwin  Neumann  oc¬ 
cupies  the  chair,  and  his  council  consists  of  Doris 
Koch,  vice-president;  Wendell  Diekmann,  secretary; 
and  “Les"  Juhl,  treasurer.  Miss  Wagner  and  Mr. 
Leatsler  are  the  class  advisors. 

Many  freshmen  became  prominent  in  various 
school  activities.  Outstanding  among  these  were 
Archie  Kirkland  in  sports  and  Helen  Curry  in  mu¬ 
sic.  Laverne  Clary  played  an  important  part  as 
cheerleader.  Jack  Brierly  and  Raymond  Lageschulte 
participated  in  the  Brain  Derby  at  Iowa  City. 

Keeping  in  stride  with  the  first  year,  the  class 
joined  in  the  school  activities.  The  “B"  team,  by 
remaining  undefeated  in  basketball,  became  the 
Northeast  Iqwa  Conference  Champions.  Helen 
Curry  was  a  member  of  the  brass  sextet,  which 
entered  the  National  Music  Contest  at  St.  Paul,  and 
was  one  of  our  cheerleaders.  Again  our  class  was 
represented  in  the  Brain  Derby  by  Roberta  Yarcho 


and  Jack  Brierly.  In  the  form  of  entertainment, 
we  had  a  class  party,  and  later  in  the  year  most 
of  the  members  of  the  class  took  part  in  the  pag¬ 
eant,  “Iowa  Marches  On.” 

The  first  big  fete  of  our  junior  year  was  the 
Class  Carnival,  Wat-A-Hun-EE.  The  proceeds  of 
this  was  used  to  sponsor  the  annual  Junior-Senior 
Banquet,  which  was  held  in  May.  Dorothy  Berg¬ 
man  was  crowned  queen  of  the  carnival.  Doris 
Koch,  Dorothy  Bergman,  and  Jack  Brierly  were 
representatives  on  the  Student  Council.  Several 
juniors  were  members  of  the  basketball  team, 
which  fought  its  way  to  the  quarter-finals  of  the 
State  Basketball  Tournament  at  Iowa  City.  “Bud” 
Kirkland  was  an  outstanding  player.  Edwin  Neu¬ 
mann  was  a  member  of  the  one-act  play,  “Brother 
Bill,”  which  won  a  superior  rating  at  the  contest 
in  Iowa  City.
